Various Uses of Quartz, 
Quartz occurs in many different | 
forms, such as sind, tripoli sandstone | 
and quartzite. In same forms, such 
as rose and smoky quarte and gme- 
thystine quartz. it has n gem value. 
The figures on quartz production is- 
sued by the United States geological | 
survey deal only with massive crystal- | 
line quarts, with flint and with quartz- 
| ite that is used for other than build- 
| ing or paving purposes. These grades | 
of quartz are used in the manufacture 
of pottery. paints and scouring soup 
and as wood filler. Considerable 
quantities of ground quarts are used 
in the manufacture of paint, In some 
enses as much as one-third of the total 
pigment consisting of this material. 
Quarts crushed and graded to various 
sizes is used in the mauufacture of 
sandpaper. sand belts, as a scouring 
agent with sand blast apparatus, ete. 
Blocks of massive quartz and quartz- | 
ite are used in the chemical industry 
| and as a flux in copper smelting. 
Ground quartz is also used in filters 
and in tooth powders and by dentists

| Method ef Bienes itiins: a Coating of Sil- | 


ver or Nickel by Friction. 

The following methods of pl iting | 
fron with njekel and silver appeared | 
in a recent issue of a German paper: 
In nickel plating irop a thi conting 
of copper is first produced on it hy 
rubbing on u solution af twenty parts 
sulphate of copper. five parts sulphur- 
ic acid and 100 parts of water. Aft 
er the copperplate has been formed 
rh over it with a rag a sniution of | 
three parts Tin, six parts nickel aud 
pne part iron in 100 parts af hydro- 
chlorie acid and three parts of snl- 
phuric gqeid. If finnily the abject is 
rubbed with a rag that has been dip- | 
ped in finely pulverized zine a nickel 
deposit will be formed on the copper 
The thickness of the deposit of nickel 
can be increased by repeating the twa 
last operations. 

According to a recent patent. a sil- 
yer conting can be produced by dis- | 
solving freshly precipitated chloride 
of silver in a solution of hypasylphite | 
of soda, 1.1 parts to ten parts of water, | 
and siding to thia solution 180 parts | 
spirits of sul ammoniac and then stir- 
ring in 800 parts of finely washed 
chalk. ‘This mixture is applied and, 
rubbed until it dries on the object! 
being silvered. nnd the result is a bril- 
lant deposit of pure silver.
